'J’liE  Spikitl'al  Excellknck  of  the  Ciiuiicii. — We 
have  dwelt  so  long  upon  this  topic,  not  only  because  we 
esteem  it  of  great  importance,  but  because  we  have  rea¬ 
son  to  fear  that  it  is  too  little  understood  and  regarded.  W'e 
believe  the  whole  system  by  which  the  Episcopal  Church 
is  distinguished,  both  in  doctrine  and  discipline,  to  be  cmi- 
ncritly  calculated  to  promote  the  spirit  of  true  piety.  On 
this  ground  wc  love  and  advocate  it.  And  whether  we  lis¬ 
ten  to  the  reproaches  of  those  who  oppose  us,  or  to  the  un¬ 
due  exalting  of  inferior  things  among  ourselves,  we  are 
equally  impressed  with  the  inattention  which  is  manifested 

lA  ibp  rreat  and  abiding  excellence  of  our  church,  as  a  sys¬ 
tem  for  the  promotion  ot  true  reugiuu.  ^  _ . .. 

to  exhibit  this  excellence  under  several  successive  aspects. 
W'e  will  run  no  farther  hazard  of  wearying  our  readers 
with  this  sul'ject,  but  cb|se  in  the  present  number  our  re¬ 
marks  upon  it. 

The  spiritual  character  of  the  church  is  displayed  in  the 
qualifications  which  she  requires  in  those  who  come  to 
partake  of  the  ordinances  which  she  offers.  These  qua¬ 
lifications  are  described  in  various  forms  of  expression,  in 
the  ditlereril  positions  in  which  they  stand.  But  they  all 
accord  in  making  the  same  demand,  a  full  conversion  of 
the  heart  to  (’u)d,  a  new  creation  of  the  soul  in  holiness 
tiy  the  S'pirit  of  God.  Whether  Bajitism,  or  Confirmation, 
or  the  Lord’s  Sujipcr  be  specifically  considered,  the  same 
idea  in  each  case  is  held  out  to  view.  It  is  impossible  for 
an  unrciicwed  man  to  partake  of  cither  of  these  ordi- 
j  nances  in  the  Episcopal  Church  without  uniting  in  such 
!  language  as  must  in  his  mouth  be  a  solemn  mockcryof  God 
j  and  a  false  profession  before  him.  How  very  distinct  are 
the  expressions  in  the  various  offices  of  the  church  refer¬ 
ring  to  this  matter !  'I'he  candidate  for  these  ordinances 
must  have  been  “  regenerated  by  water  and  the  Holy 
Ghost,”  and  have  “received  a  forgiveness  of  all  his  sins.” 


was  such  u  thing  as  divine  grace ;  whether  or  not  it  was 
a  fiction  imposed  by  grave  and  austere  persons  from  their 
own  fdiicies.  He  took  occasion  from  this  inquiry  to  en¬ 
large  much  upon  the  subject;  he  spoke  with  zeal  and  ear¬ 
nestness,  and  chi*  fly  in  scripture  language,  and  concluded 
with  a  very  affecting  address  to  the  conscience  and  the 
heart.  I  had  not  tU%  least  desire,  that  I  recollect,  of  being 
benefited  by  this  conversation ;  but  while  he  spoke,  I  lis¬ 
tened  to  him  with  earnestness;  and  before  I  was  aware,  a 
most  powerful  impression  was  made  upon  my  mind,  and 
I  conceived  the  instant  resolution  ol  reforming  my  life. 
On  that  evening  I  had  an  engagement  which  I  could  not 
now  approve  :  notwithstanding  what  had  passed,  however, 

I  resolved  to  go  ;  but  as  I  went  along,  and  bad  time  to  re¬ 
flect  on  what  I  had  heard,  I  half  wished  that  it  might  not 
be  kept.  It  turned  out  as  I  desired  :  I  hurried  home,  and 
locked  myself  up  in  my  chamber;  I  fell  on  my  knees,  and 
endeavored  to  pray  ;  but  I  eould  not.  I  tried  again,  but  1 
was  not  able ;  I  thought  it  was  an  insult  to  God  for  me  lo 
pray  ;  I  reflected  on  my  past  sins  with  horror,  and  spent 
the  night  I  knew  not  how.  The  next  day  my  fears  wore 
off  a  little  but  they  soon  returned.  I  anxiously  awaited 
the  arrival  of  Sunday  ;  but  when  it  came,  I  found  no  re- 
lief.  After  some  time,  I  communicated  my  situation  to 
my  religious  friend  ;  he  prayed  with  me,  and  next  Sunday 
I  went  with  him  to  hear  an  eminent  minister.  This  was 

night,  listicssness  and  languor  seized  me.  Sometimes  hope, 
sometimes  fear  presented  itself,  and  I  become  very  uncom¬ 
fortable.  Going  one  morning  to  a  bath,  I  found  on  a  shelf 
Doddridge’s  Rise  and  Progress  of  Religion  in  the  Soul, 
j  This  book  I  thought  just  suited  me.  I  accordingly  read  it 
with  deep  attention,  and  prayed  over  it.  I  next  procured 
•Mliene’s  Alarm  lo  the  IJncon verted,  and  dwelt  on  it  for 
some  time.  My  religious  friend  then  gave  me  Boston’s 
Fourfold  Slate.  This  I  read  carefully,  and  I  hope  it  did 
me  some  good.  I  now  secluded  myself  entirely  from  my 
companions  on  Sunday  ;  and  during  the  w’eek,  the  mo¬ 
ment  business  was  done,  I  want  home  to  my  studies;  and 
have  since  wholly  withdrawn  myself  from  pleasure  and 
amusement.  In  this  manner  have  I  passed  the  seven  last 
months,  continually  praying  for  a  new  heart,  and  a  more 
perfect  discovery  of  my  sins.  Sometimes  I  think  I  am 
advancing  a  little,  at  others  I  fear  I  am  farther  from  hea¬ 
ven  than  ever.  O  the  prevalence  of  habit !  It  is  not  with¬ 
out  reason  that  it  has  been  sometimes  called  a  second  na¬ 
ture.  Nothing  but  the  hand  of  the  Almighty  who  cre¬ 
ated  me  can  chartge  my  heart.’ 

“  ‘  About  two  months  ago  I  wrote  my  mother  some 
particulars  of  my  state,  and  requested  her  prayers,  for  she 
is  a  pious  woman.  In  her  answer,  written  by  my  sister, 
is  the  following  passage,  ‘  .My  mother  has  beard  much  of 
.Mr.  Newton,  Rector  of  St.  Mary  Woolnoth,  London,  and 


we  walked  together  from  the  chvirch-yarJ  where  we  had  de¬ 
posited  the  mortal  remains  of  Henry  Thornton,  the  course, 
he  was  pursuing  with  respect  to  the  printing  of  the  Syri¬ 
ac  'I'eslament.  He  slated  that  liis  solicitude  to  render  it 
correct  had  led  him  to  adopt  a  plan  of  revision  which  re¬ 
quired  him  to  read  each  sheet  five  times  over  before  it 
went  finally  to  the  printer.  The  particulars  of  the  plan  I 
do  not  very  distinctly  remember.  It  was.  however,  some¬ 
thing  of  this  kind  :  He  first  prejiared  the  sheets  for  the 
press.  When  the  proof  was  sent,  he  reail  it  over  atten¬ 
tively,  instituting  a  comparison  with  the  original,  and  look¬ 
ing  into  the  various  readings,  <fec.  \  revise  was  sent  him, 
which  he  carefully  examined,  making  c  irrertions.  This 
was  submitted  to  .Mr.  Ycates.  When  it  came  from  him 
he  read  it  again,  adopting  such  of  his  suzgestions  as  he 
thought  right.  When  the  printer  had  made  the  requisite 
correction  he  sent  a  fresh  revise,  after  being  rcail,  to  .Mr.  i 
Lee,  and  reperused  it  when  it  came  from  him.  A  third  revise  ' 
was  than  procured,  which  he  again  examined  t/efore  it  was  ' 
finally  committed  to  the  press,  I  do  not  know  that  I  am 
precisely  accurate  in  this  statement,  but  it  was  something 
of  the  above  description. 

“  ‘  While  giving  me  this  detail  he  stopped  suddenly,  and 
burst  in  tears.  I  was  somewhat  alarmed.  M’hcn  he  had 
recovered  himself  he  said,  ‘  Do  not  be  alarmed.  I  am  not 
ill ;  but  I  was  completely  overcome  with  the  recollection 
of  the  delight  which  I  had  enjoyed  in  this  exercise.  .\t 
first  I  was  disposed  to  shrink  from  the  task  as  irksome, 
and  apprehended  that  I  should  find  even  the  scriptures  pall 
by  the  frequency  of  this  critical  examination.  But  so  far 
from  it,  every  fresh  perusal  seemed  to  throw  fresh  light  on 
tlie  word  of  God,  and  to  convey  additional  joy  and  consola¬ 
tion  to  my  mind.’

“  On  the  first  of  February  he  wrote  to  Mrs,  Thompson, 
informing  her  of  the  solemn  scene  at  which  he  had  late¬ 
ly  been  present,  describing  the  numerous  and  respectful 
attendance  at  the  funeral  of  .Mr.  'rhornton,  and  express¬ 
ing  his  earnest  desire  to  follow  him  to  the  same  blessed 
inheritance. 

“  This  was  the  last  communication  of  Dr.  Buchanan  to 
his  distant  friends.  The  time  of  his  departure  was  now 
fast  approaching.  He  continued,  however,  his  Christian 
undertaking  to  the  last.  On  his  return  from  Yorkshire, 
he  had  proceeded  with  the  preparation  of  the  Syriac  ver¬ 
sion  of  the  .Acts  of  the  Apostles,  and  had  advanced,  on 
the  day  preceding  his  death,  to  the  twentieth  chapter ;  in 
which  the  zealous  and  affectionate  apostle,  in  his  address 
lo  the  elders  of  Ephesus,  expresses  his  conviction  of  his 
final  separation  from  his  friends  in  these  remarkable 
words:  ‘.And  now,  behold,  I  know  that  ye  all,  among 
whom  I  have  gone  preaching  the  kingdom  of  God,  shall 
see  my  face  no  more.’  The  chapter  which  thus  closed  the 


bor  of  love,  and  patience  of  hope,’  endeavor  to  enter  into 
the  full  meaning  of  the  following  brief  sentence, which 
occurs  amidst  a  few  other  ‘  private  thoughts,’  and  in  whuh 
its  author  appears  plainly  to  have  anticipated  the  protiabi- 
lity  of  some  final  stroke,  which  should  inqiede  the  pxrt- 
cise  of  his  faculties,  and  prove  the  prelude  to  his  .!,  pir- 
ture.  ‘  If,’  said  he,  ‘  my  mind  and  memory  should  be  af¬ 
fected  by  illness  of  body,  I  shall  look  to  my  head,  (.’hrist. 
I  am  but  a  member.’  From  any  painful  iiitliction  of  ihi* 
kind  Dr.  Buchanan  was  mercifully  spared,  and.  after  hav¬ 
ing  paid  the  last  sad  tribute  of  affection  to  llie  friend  and 
benefactor  of  his  early  years,  was  removed  almost  con- 
temporane.'usly  and  reunited  lo  him.  and  lo  other  kindred 
spirits  of  the  ‘  just  made  perfect,’  in  regions  where  sicknea 
and  sorrow,  change  auJ  separation,  are  for  ever  un¬ 
known.”

By  late  papers  from  England  and  France,  wc  learn  that 
several  extensive  fires  occurred  in  Europe,  which  have  de¬ 
stroyed  an  immense  amount  of  property.  The  most  im¬ 
portant  was  the  total  destruction  of  the  Royal  Exchange, 
London,  which  is  deemed  little  less  than  a  national  cala¬ 
mity.  It  broke  out  on  the  lOlh  Jan.  in  Lloyd’s  coffee 
room,  and  careered  in  its  relentless  fury  hour  after  hour, 
notwithstanding  the  appeals  of  more  then  twenty  engines. 
.At  12  o’clock  one  body  of  flame  rose  from  the  massy  pile; 
at  2  o’clock  the  file  reached  the  new  tower,  which  was 
erected  about  twenty  years  ago. 

The  appearance  of  the  frightful  conflagration  at  this 
period  was  awful  in  the  extreme;  the  whole  of  the  Ex¬ 
change  was  completely  enveloped  in  flames,  and  the  heal 
was  so  great  that  the  firemen  and  auxiliaries  could  scarcely 
pursue  their  labors  near  the  burning  mass.  The  splen¬ 
did  tower,  nearly  150  fe«  t  in  height,  was  reduced  to  ashes, 
the  musical  peal  of  eight  bells,  with  a  tenor  of  al>out 
IScwt.  fell  one  after  the  other,  carrying  away  every  thing 
in  their  progress  towards  the  pavement,  including  the 
roof  and  stonework,  and  the  arch  over  the  centre  entrance. 
The  clock  had  a  very  singular  efl'ecl  while  the  tower  wa- 
burning,  which  was  no  doubt  visible  at  a  con^idcrable  dis¬ 
tance.  The  plates  of  the  dials  l)ecame  ted  hot,  and  the 
hands  pointed  to  the  hour,  twenty-live  minutes  past  one, 
when  the  works  took  fire,  melting  the  chime  buriels  and 
the  machinery  in  a  few  minutes. 

At  four  o’clock  the  fire  waa  still  burning  with  unabated 
fury,  the  wind  blowing  almost  a  tempest  and  the  im 
mense  area  presenting  one  body  of  flame.  The  walls  fell 
with  a  tremendous  crash,  carrying  away  with  them  the 
numerous  statues  of  the  Kings  and  Queens,  who  have 
reigned  in  England  from  the  time  of  William  the  Con¬ 
queror. 

To  replace  the  building  will  require  about  $750,000. 

On  the  29th  Dec.  the  winter  palace  of  the  Emperor 
Nicholas,  was  laid  waste  by  a  destructive  fire,  and  on  the 
15th  Jan.,  the  Italian  Opera  House,  Paris,  underwent  the 
same  fate,  and  what  is  more  melancholy,  several  firemen, 
I  and  the  manager  of  the  house,  lost  their  lives  on  the  oc¬ 
casion.

led  away  from  her  own  proper  place  in  the  sanctuary,  or 
tempted  to  gratify  her  curiosity  at  the  expense  of  her 
stability. 

The  approach  of  death  was  first  intimated  to  Mrs. 
('Icmson  during  the  last  summer.  While  on  a  visit  to  Mrs. 
Washington,  her  husband’s  sister,  in  Yirginia,  she  con- 
trarled  a  severe  inflammation  of  the  lungs,  which  brought 
on  a  hemorrhage,  from  the  effects  of  which  she  never 
recovered.  Death  was  expected,  she  saw  him  when  at  u 
distance,  observed  his  regular  approaches,  talked  abuul 
him  familiarly,  gave  frequent  counsel  to  others,  expressed 
her  own  views  and  wishes,  and  made  many  arrangements 
which  she  desired  to  have  executed  after  her  removal. 

The  daily  exercises  of  her  mind,  during  her  last  sick¬ 
ness,  were  just  so  ordered  as  to  bring  “  glory  to  God,”  to 
set  forth  the  importance  of  a  holy  life,  and  to  teach  us  all,  j 
how  little  depcndance  ought  to  be  placed  upon  the  frames  | 
of  the  mind  or  of  the  heart,  as  evidence  of  Christian  1 
character  in  a  dying  hour:  that  the  promises  of  God  in  - 
Christ,  are  the  proJ^cr  objects  of  a  believer’s  faith  ;  and  a 
life  so  ordered,  as  to  show  that  “  here  we  have  no  con¬ 
tinuing  city,  but  that  we  seek  one  to  come,”  is  the  best 
evidence  of  such  faith.

LEGH  KICHMOND’S  MOTHER,  OR  THE  INFLU¬ 
ENCE  OF  A  nous  PARENT. 

In  the  interesting  Memoirs  of  the  Rev.  Legh  Rich¬ 
mond,  the  following  passage  occurs,  strikingly  descrip¬ 
tive  of  the  beneficial  eflect  produced  upon  his  mind  by 
the  instructions  and  admonitions  of  a  beloved  parent. 
“  I  well  remember,  in  the  early  dawn  of  my  expanding 
reason,  with  what  care  she  labored  to  instil  into  rny 
mind  a  sense  of  the  being  of  God,  and  of  the  reverence 
which  is  due  to  him— (if  the  character  of  a  Saviour, 
and  his  infinite  merits— of  the  duty  of  prayer,  and  the| 
manner  in  which  it  ought  to  be  oflTereiJ  up  at  the 
throne  of  grace.  Her  way  of  enforcing  these  subjects 
was  like  one  who  felt  their  importance,  and  wished  her 
child  to  do  so  likewise,  f’irst  instructed  by  her  to  rend, 

I  liave  not  tlirgotten,  in  my  Bible  lessons,  with  what 
simplicity  and  propriety  she  used  to  explain  and  com¬ 
ment  on  the  Word  of  God,  its  precepts  and  examples. 
'J’hese  infantile  catechetical  exercises  still  vibrate  in 
my  recollections,  and  confirm  to  my  own  mind  the 
great  advantage  attendant  upon  the  earliest  po.«sible 
endeavors  to  win  the  attention,  and  store  the  memory 
wilh  religious  knowledge.  Her  natural  abilities,  which 
were  of  a  sujmrior  character,  enabled  her  to  converse 
with  a  very  little  child  wilh  much  effect,  and  there 
was  a  tenderness  of  ati'ection,  united  to  a  firmness  of 
manner,  which  greatly  promoted  the  best  interests  of  a 
nursery  education. 

“.My  mother  had  six  children,  three  of  whom  died 
in  infancy.  A  very  affecting  circunittance  accompa¬ 
nied  the  death  of  one  of  them,  and  was  a  severe  trial 
to  her  maternal  feelings.  Her  then  youngest  child,  a 
sweet  little  boy,  just  two  years  old,  was,  through  the 
carelessness  of  Ins  nurse,  precipitated  from  a  bed- room 
window,  u|)on  the  pavement  beneath.  I  was  at  that 
time  SIX  years  of  age,  and  happened  to  be  w’alking  on 
the  very  spot,  wlieu  the  distre.ssirig  event  occurred  ;  I 
WHS,  therefore,  t  lie.  first  to  take  up,  and  deliver  into  our 
agonized  mother’s  arms,  the  poor  little  sufferer.  The 
head  was  fractured,  and  he  only  survived  the  fall  about 
thirty  hours.  1  preserve  still  a  very  dittinct  and  live¬ 
ly  remembrance  of  the  struggle  between  the  natural 
feeling.s  of  the  mother,  and  the  spiritual  resignation  of 
the  Chri.stian.  She  passed  the  sad  interval  of  suspense 
in  almost  continual  prayer,  and  fiuind  God  a  present 
help  in  time  of  trouhl'*.  Frerjuontly,  during  that  day, 
did  she  retire  with  mo:  and, as  I  knelt  beside  her, she 
uttered  the  feelings  and  desires  of  her  heart  to  God. 

1  r.'inembor  her  saying,  ‘If  I  cease  praying  fir  five 
minutes,  1  am  ready  to  sink  under  this  unlooked  for 
distress;  but  when  I  pray,  God  comforts  and  upholds 
me  :  his  will,  not  mine  be  done.’  Once  she  said,  ‘  Help 
mo  to  pray,  my  child:  Christ  suffers  little  children  to 
come  to  him,  and  forbids  them  not — say  something.’ 
‘What  shall  I  say,  mamma  !  shall  1  fetch  a  book  ]’ 

‘  Not  now,’  she  replied,  ‘speak  from  your  heart;  and 
ask  God  that  we  may  be  reconciled  to  his  will,  and 
bear  this  trial  wilh  putience.’ 

“The  day  after  the  inlaut’s  death,  she  took  me  to 
the  bed  on  which  my  little  brother  lay,  and  kneeling 
down,  she  wept  for  a  few  minutes  in  silence  ;  and  then 
taking  his  cold  hand  in  one  of  hers,  and  mine  in  the 
other,  she  said,  ‘  Lord,  if  it  had  not  been  thy  good  plea¬ 
sure,  it  had  not  been  thu.s.  Thy  will  be  done !  I 
needed  this  heavy  trial,  to  show’  me  more  of  myself, 
and  to  wean  me  from  the  world,  f’orgive  my  sins,  O 
God  !  and  let  mo  not  murmur.’  Then  looking  at  the 
cherub  countenance  of  her  l)abc,she  added,  ‘  Thou  art 
not  lost,  hut  gone  before  !’  She  then  put  his  hand  into 
fuiim,  and  said,  ‘  If  you  live,  my  child,  never  forget 
this;  and  may  I  one  day  meet  you  both  in  Heaven.’ 

“  I  have  dwelt  upon  this  part  of  my  dear  parent’s 
history  wilh  the  more  minutene^8,be^ause  she  has  fre¬ 
quently  told  me,  that  it  wa.s  not  only  the  greatest  shock 
which  her  feelings  were  ever  called  u()on  to  sustain, 
but  that  she  was  persuaded  it  was  overruled  by  God, 
for  the  most  saUilary  purpose,  as  it  concerned  the  spi¬ 
ritual  discipline  of  her  own  heart.’  To  the  end  of  her 
life,  she  wore  a  little  locket  attached  to  her  watch;  it 
contained  a  lock  of  her  poor  little  Henry’s  hair;  and 
she  often  looked  at  it,  and  spoke  of  it,  as  a  remem¬ 
brance  of  God’s  goodness  to  her  at  a  most  tryini^  mo- 
mcul.”  ^  “

REV.  JOSEPH  WOLFF. 

The  character  of  Joseph  Wolff,  the  Missionary,  as 

sketched  by  the  Rev.  Lewis  Way,  of  Stansted 

Park,  Sussex,  England. 

He  appears  to  me  to  be  a  comet  without  a  perihe- 
lium,  and  capable  of  setting  a  whole  sysreni  on  fire. 
When  I  should  have  addressed  him  in  Syria,  I  heard 
of  him  at  Malta,  and  when  I  supposed  he  had  gone  to 
England,  he  was  riding  like  a  ruling  angel  on  the 
whirlwinds  of  Antioch,  or  standing  unappalled  among 
the  crumbling  towers  of  Aleppo.  A  man  who  at  Rome 
calls  the  Pope  “the  dust  of  the  earth,”  and  tells  the 
Jews  at  Jerusalem,  that  “  the  Gemara  is  a  lie”’—who 
passes  his  days  in  disputation,  and  his  nighte  in  digging 
the  Talmud — to  whom  a  floor  of  bricks  is  a  feather 
bed,  and  a  box  a  bolster — who  makes  or  finds  a  triend 
in  the  persecutor  of  his  presenter  former  faith  who 
can  conciliate  a  Pacha  or  confute  a  Patriarch — who 
travels  without  a  guide,  speaks  without  an  interpreter, 
can  live  without  food,  and  pay  without  money  ;  forgiv¬ 
ing  all  the  insults  he  meets  with,  and  forgetting  all  the 
flattery  he  receives — who  knows  little  of  worldly  con¬ 
duct,  and  yet  accommodates  himself  to  all  men  wilh- 
out  giving  offence  to  any.  Such  a  man  (and  such  and 
more  is  Wolff  )  must  excite  no  ordinary  attention  in  a 
country  and  among  a  people  (iho  Jews)  whose  mono¬ 
tony  of  manners  and  habits  fias  remained  undisturbed 
for  centuries.  As  a  pioneer,  I  deem  him  matchless. 
“  Aut  inveniet  viam,  out  faciet,” — but  if  order  is  to  be 
established, or  arrangements  made, — trouble  not  Wolff; 
he  knows  of  no  church  but  his  heart — no  calling,  but 
that  of  zeal — no  dispensation,  but  that  of  preaching. 
He  is  devoid  of  enmity  to  man,  and  lull  of  the  love 
of  God.

EUROPEAN  LIVING. 

Aortfiry.— The  peasantry  live  on  bread  and  gruel, 
both  prepared  of  oat-ineal,  wilh  an  occasional  intermix¬ 
ture  of  dried  fish.  Meat  is  a  luxury  they  rarely  enjoy. 

Sweden. —  I  he  dress  ot  the  peasantry  is  prescribed 
by  law.  Their  food  consists  of  hard  bread,  fish,  and 
gruel,  without  meat. 

Denmark. —  1  he  peasantry  are  still  held  in  bondage, 
and  are  bought  and  sold  together  with  the  land  on 
which  they  labor. 

Russia. — The  nobles  own  all  the  land  in  the  em¬ 
pire,  and  the  peasantry  who  reside  upon  it,  are  trans¬ 
ferred  w’ith  the  estates.  A  great  majority  have  only 
cottages,  one  portion  of  which  is  occupied  by  the  fa¬ 
mily,  while  the  other  is  appropriated  to  domestic  ani¬ 
mals.  Few,  if  any,  have  beds,  but  sleep  upwn  hard 
boards,  or  upon  parts  of  immense  stoves,  by  which  their 
houses  are  warmed.  Their  food  consists  of  black  bread, 
cabbage,  and  other  vegables,  without  the  addition  of 
butter. 

Poland. — In  Poland,  the  nobles  are  the  proprietors 
of  the  land,  and  the  peasants  are  slaves.  A  recent 
traveller  says, — “  I  have  travelled  in  every  direction, 
and  never  saw  a  wheaten  loaf  to  the  eastward  of  the 
Rtiine,  m  any  part  of  North  Germany,  Poland  or  Den¬ 
mark.  The  common  food  of  the  peasantry  of  Poland 
—the  “  working  men”--is  cabbage  and  potatoes ;  somel 
times,  but  not  generally,  peas,  black  bread  and  soup 
or  rather  gruel,  without  the  addition  of  butter  or  meal 

Aws/rta.— The  nobles  are  the  proprietors  of  the 
land,  and  the  peasants  are  compelled  to  work  for  their 
masters  during  the  day,  except  Sunday.  The  cultiva¬ 
tors  of  the  soil  are  in  a  state  of  bondage. 

Hungary. — The  nobles  own  the  land,  do  not  work, 
pay  no  taxes.  The  laboring  classes  are  obliged  to  re¬ 
pair  ail  highways  and  bridges,  are  liable  at  all  times 
to  have  soldiers  quartered  upon  them,  and  are  compel¬ 
led  to  pay  one-tenth  of  the  produce  of  their  labor  to 
the  church,  and  one-ninth  to  the  lord  whose  land  they 
occupy.
